Solvents, such as bcnsene or c a r­ 
bon tetrachloride, are used to dis

I-ay soiled spot over a pad of 
folded (lo th ; sponge with a cloth 
dunipeped in solvent and work from 
outside to center of spot. 
Absorbents take up stains like 
blotters and don’t leave rings.

Repast until Blain la 
removed. 
Bleaches should be used only 
when the lion-greasy stain w o n t 
respond to the m ildest treatm ent 
first. Bt retch stained m aterial over 
a ImiwI of steam ing hot w ater; 
m oisten stained part with w ater, 
then drop chem ical on Blain with 
medicine dropper. U t stand a m in­ 
ute and rinse thoroughly. 
Don’t 
allow any bleach to stay In fabric. 
Never use a bleach w ithout check­ 
ing on Hie fabric, color, unU'metiiod 
for using. 
Bleaches are safe for 
cotton and linens if used correctly, 
hut don’t use a bleach on rayons 
w ithout testing fabric first. Some 
stains may Im* bleached by m oisten­ 
ing with a teuton juiee and salt mix­ 
ture, then drying In bright sunlight.
